In 1861 - Colorado Territory was established, and on August 1st, 
1876 it was admitted to the Union as the 38th State. 

The State Motto - "Nil Sine Numine" (Nothing Without Providence.) 
Known as the Centennial State. 


Further research on Colorado Territory reveals the following Ttem: 
100 - Banking House of C. A. Cook & Co., Denver* Nov. 1, 1862. 

It seems that there is no end to research on any of the States. 


(Minnesota) As to verification of the following: 

I had the pleasure of seeing PROOFS of the $1.00, $2.00, $3.00 
and $5.00 Notes of the MINNESOTA VALLEY BANK -NEW ULM, but for 
some reason or other did not make a note of the descriptions.
